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Ousted juror details racial 
tension among Simpson jury 


Jeanette Harris, the sixth jurorto 
be ousted from the O.J. Simpson 
trial. met with Judge Lance ito on 
Wednesday, Apri! 12. Ito sub- 
poenaed Harris on charges she 


misconduct and racial discord 
among the 12 remaining jury mem 
bers and'six alternates 

Harris, a 38-year-old African- 
American woman from Inglewood, 
Calif, who works as an employ- 
ment interviewer for Pacific Bell, 
was booted from the jury for failing 
to reveal a mingr incident of 
domestic violence in her marrage 
Domestic violence has been an 
issue in the Simpson case because 
he allegedly battered his ex-wife, 
Nicole Brown Simpson, whom he is 
accused of murdering on June 12, 
1994- 

Harris was under cath during 
the hour-long meeting with Ito 
Transcripts from the meeting were 
released on Thursday, April 13, but 
the publication of the remaining 
jurors’ names is banned. Harris told 
Ito the jury's eight Blacks, three 
whites and one Hispanic is divided 
into racial cliques. Harris accused 
sheriff's deputies of giving 
preferential treatment to white 
jurors 

A lot of times when we would 
talk to the deputies and say some- 
thing, we would say, ‘Guard,’ you 
know, ‘You're the guard,’ or 
whatever. And they took offense, 
but that's how they” presented 
themselves, as guards," Harris told 
Ito 

She-said deputies set up a 
separate movie viewing room for 
white jurors, who were tired of 
being outvoted on what to watch by 
the Black majority 

“When we first went to the hotel, 
there was one movie room We 
would vote to watch whatever,” 
said Harris. °...(Three white jurors) 
always had a problem with what we 
watched They would con- 
tinuously run to the deputies com- 
plaining 

"The next thing we find out 
there's another movie room. ... The 
movies that were on the schedule 
from Day One that were given 
priority were movies they (white 
jurors) wanted to see.

Several crimes in the Driving Park area have 
received widespread publicity. Last fall, the beating 
death of Roderick F. Scott, 30, who was born and 
raised in the community drew headlines. The April 8 
shoGting of Donald Strain, 33, by an assailant known 
simply by the street name "Kojak" warranted publicity, 

The citizens of Driving Park are banding together, 
Not only to drive crime out of their community, but to 
publicize the positive things that go on there. The fact 
of the matter is, the majority of the people who live on 
the Southeast Side are hard-working, law-abiding 
citizens 

The people who live in Driving Park don't take crime 
lying down. After Scott was beaten to death on Sept 
3, 1994, over 300 concerned residents participated in 
a two-mile walk to express their outrage over the 
senseless killing ° 


Nearly 40 Driving Park residents showed up at a 
public hearing held by the Ohio Liquor Commission on 
Wednesday, April 12, to determine if E&J Grill, where 
Strain was shot, will lose its liquor license. 

“The turnout was tremendous. Everything was or- 
derly,” said Jameswohnson, chairman and safety 
director of the Driving Park Civic Association. 

During the hearing, community edders such as Cliff 


Tyree spoke and a representative from City Attorney. 


Ran O'Brien's office was present. The Ohio Liquor 
Commission will rule in four to five weeks on revoking 
E&J Grills license. Area residents say the bar has 
been a source of trouble for years. 

The citizens of Driving Park have also organized a 
community patrol program to combat crime. Columbus 
police officers have been cooperating with the pro- 
gram and, as a result, there has been a 20 percent 
drop in crime in the area 


‘We've sent a very, strong message that it’s not 
going to be business as usual around here," said 
Matilda Woods, president of the Driving Park Civic 
Association 

It's @ first for an Atrican-American community in the 
city to take control in fighting crime," said John 
Gregory, a consultant with the community patrol pro- 


gram, "We do believe African-American communities 
have to take the responsibility.” 

The Driving Park Civic Association and other com- 
munity organizations have been targeting problem 
spots, like E&J Grill and Jequetta's convenience store, 
both located at the corner of Livingston and Fairwood 
avenues. The grours have been communicating with 
the owners of those establishments and the landlords 
of low-income housing in the area, holding them ac- 
countable for what goes on there and encouraging 
them to monitor drug and other criminal activity. 


Woods and Gregory stressed that many of the 
problems faced by the Driving Park community comes 
from troublemakers who don’t reside there. "We have 
alot of people who come over here to do their dirt, so 
to speak," said Woods. She added that another prob- 
jem is absentee landlords who don't reside in the area 
and use little or no discretion in who they rent to. 

Crime is only one small factor the Driving Park 
community is addressing. “We're interested in 
development as well as redevelopment,” said Woods 

The Driving Park area, which is populated by his- 
toric homes and thriving small businesses, is ripe for 
development. The Driving Park Civic Association was 
recently asked to join the council ef Historical Neigh- 
borhoods, which includes the Bryden Road Civic As- 
sociation, the Olde Towne East Neighborhood 
Association and the German Village Society. 


The association has set long-term goals of bringing 
@ major bank to the area, working with city officials to 
organize a plan-to attract new homeowners and busi- 
hess reinvestment to the area, redeveloping decaying 
property and beautifying parks, streets and sidewalks 
The association also wants to provide more recrea- 
tional and entertainment activities to attract con- 
sumers. to Driving Park. Plans are being discussed to 
reopen the old Livingston Avenue movie theater 

“We're not depending on government or any other 
outside resources,” said Gregory. "The resources are 
the people who live in this community,” 


“We're very organized and on top of everything,” 
added Woods, "That's what we feel we need to do to 
move the community forward,"

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Who’s angry? 


Black college graduates is only slightly less than that of 


n his first speech in the wake the heating up of 

debale over affirmative action, before the 

statewide organization of California Democrats 
President Clinton called for understanding of the con 
cerns of the "angry white male" who has dominated the 
political landscape in the past six months. 

The angry white male has valid concerns, the president 
said. He is afraid for his job; he is afraid for his future. His 
concems cannot be simply dismissed out of Hand, They 
must be addressed 

The president's speech was certainly understandable 
California is already riven by a proposed state constitution 
al amendment which would eliminate all affirmative action 
programs in the state. The amendment is targeted to be 
on the ballot in November, 1996 -- at the sarne time as the 
presidential election 

The state's governor, Republican Pete Wilson, has 
already come out in favor of it, But that’s not the worst of 

_ It for Clinton: his own Democratic Party is divided over the 
issue, as some California Democrats are apparently com 
ing Oul in favor and others are attempting to sit firmly on 
the fence 

But the issue of anger should be addressed head-on 
While we are seeking to understand, and maybe even 
pailiate anger it is time for us to really look at what folks 
have to be angry about 

if the white male is angry because his unemployment 
rate is 4.7 percent, according to the most recent national 
labor statistics, then the Black man should be furious 
because his rate is 9.8 percent -- more than double the 
white fate. And the Black man should be furious because 
his rate has been consistently double the rate of white men 
for more than 40 years. And the rate of unemployment for 


white high school graduates -- and, again, double that of 


white college graduates 


If the white man is angry because his income hasn't: 


kept pace with the standard of living, how should the Black 
man feel? A five-year-old study in the magazine Money -- 
no bastion of liberalism — found that Black men with a 
master's degree earned, on average, 15 percent less than 
a similarly-educated white, that Blacks who lost their jobs 
were unemployed for longer periods than whites -- and 
they attributed the cause to racism 

If the white man is angry because he can't get to the 
top of the corporate ladder because of affirmative action, 
how should minorities and women feel? After all, 
minorities and women represent 67 percent of the 
workplace -- bul only five percent of the highest-ranking 
jobs in the nation’s Fortune 1000 corporations, according 
to the recent study of the Federal Glass Ceiling Commis- 
sion 

A whole lot of folks are angry in American today. Itis 
clear that economic uncenainty is plaquing the middle 
class as well as the poor. We believe there should be 
sympathy for those who have lost their jobs because of the 
economic conditions, and we believe there should be 
federal policies which promote job opportunities for all. 

But we do not believe that these “angry white males” -- 
who, the statistics show, have gained a proportion of the 
nation's benefits disproportionate to their size -- are the 
only group in America for whom tears of concern should 
be shed. It is time for'us to examine more carefully the 
concems -- and the anger -- that those who are not while 
males are feeling today, and work as hard to understand, 
and speak to, that anget 


Court looks at redistricting 


ongressman Louis Stokes (D-11) was one of 

the founders of the Congressional Black 

Caucus in the early 1970's. Despite having 
fewer than 20 members in a 435-member House of 
Representatives, the Caucus members were able to 
wield a considerable amount of influence, and to obtain 
important committee chairmanships and assignments, 
which benefitted Black America. 

Since that time, the number of Blacks in Congress has 
grown considerably, from 24 in 1990 to 40 today. Much of 
this growth can be attributed to redistricting which has 
taken place throughout the nation, and in the South, in 
particular While this would lead to the logical conclusion 
that the influence of the Gauci even greater now, 
serious threats could underminet jup's effectiveness 

First, the realignment of nine jp lastyear's 
mid-term elections has led to a stunning loss of the Com- 
mittee and sub-committee chairmanships held by Blacks 
In addition, the Congressional Black Caucus itself is under 


attack, along with the over thirty other legislative 
caucuses, which will lose their funding and offices 

However, the.biggest challange to the Caucus may be 
a legal one, Following the 1990 census, redistricting led to 
the election of 17 new Black members of Congress. The 
new districts are now being challenged, with the United 
States Supreme Cour scheduled to hear arguments on 
cases involving districts in Georgia and Louisiana, While 
the districts were created to comply with the Federal Voting 
Rights Act, they are being challenged by white voters as 
being violative of the Constitution, This is because many 
appear to be irregularly shaped, supporting the argument 
that they were impermissibly drawn to maximize Black 
voting power. 

With Black voting power having been systematically 
diluted historically, we hope that the Supreme Court will 
look at the overall effect of the new districts and see them 
as a legitimate method of preventing Black disenfranchise- 
ment 


Motor Voter law works 


he so-called Motor Voter law that went into 

effect earlier this year is already showing posi 

tive results that are favorable for Black 
Americans. The Rev. Jesse Jackson's National Rain 
bow reports that in-Georgia, for example, for the first 
three months of 1995,.the new voter registrations of 
128,000 have already outstripped the 1994 total of 
85,000. 

The Motor Voter law was designed to make voter 
registration more accessible through the use of driver's 
license agencies, registration by mail and walk-in reqistra 
tions. It is not surpnsing that white politicians from several

oy. George Voinovich tried something that his 

predecessor, Dick Celeste, also sought: 

greater control over the State Board of Educa- 
tion, the elected body which sets statewide education 
policy and selects the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion for all Ohio schools 

The governor's effort -- which has been relentless since 
the first days of his administration, in 1991 -- was unsuc- 
cessful on an 18-11 vote inthe House Finance Appropria- 
tions Committee. Despite the fact that Republicans now 
controbboth houses of the legislature, the vote to maintain 
the current system was a bipartisan rejection of the 
governor's plan 

It is understandable why the governor -- and his 
predecessor -- have wanted control of the board of educa- 
tion. The governor is certainly held accountable for the 
state of public education; yet at the same time he must 
often do battle with an entrenched educational 
bureaucracy which does not report directly to him, which 
has been consistently advocating a different course than 
he Is willing to navigate 

The state board of education has 11 members, and is 
currently elected from districts comprised of three senate 
districts. Its lone Black member, Virgil Brown Jr. of Shaker 
Heights, was initially appointed by Gov. Voinovich to 
replace Shirlay Hawk, who left to be appointed to the 
Cleveland Board of Education 

The state board has been strong in its efforts to pump 
additional funds into public education, In that regard, ithas 
often pressed for resourcesin excess of what the governor 
is prepared to commit. 

There is certainly a natural tension between the inter- 
ests and concerns of the governor, who must balance the 
needs of education with the overall demands of the state 
budget process, and the state board of education, which 
is focused only on the funding for public schools. At the 
same time, this tension is not necessarily bad 

‘The creation and promotion of a “thorough and efficient 
system of publié schools" is a fundamental maridate af the 


large states that have significant numbers of Black, 
minority and poor voters are opposed to the law, 

The success of the Motor Voter law is significant 
especially for our community. While 100 Million people 
voted in the presidential election in 1992, another 70 
Million eligible voters were unregistered, and many of 
them were Black 

This demonstrates that those who spend their time 
preaching doom and gloom should devote their energies 
to voter registration efforts. If we register and vote, we can 
make a difference!

Ohio Constitution. It is not unreasonable to have an 
elected board focusing directly on how that mandate is 
Carried out, and actively working in behalf of that mandate 
with the legisiature and the public 

The governor certainly wants to have his own appoin- 
tees serving on the’board; it would undoubtedly reduce the 
mixed messages which come from the state on education 
issues 

But several of the issues which the governor must face 
-- such as vouchers; the expansion and use of proficiency 
tests; the changes in educational funding to address nag- 
ging questions ofschool funding equity -- are all issues on 
which a strong, elected state board might differ with the 
governor 

Some have arqued that the state board's relative 
silence -- after all, most voters have little awareness of the 
board itself, or their own member on it -- demonstrates its 
uselessness. 

On the other hand, we believe it demonstrates how 
distanced the board is from the lives and concerns of the 
people it serves. 

We are entering a period in which school board mem- 
bers. will be selected across Ohio, Those elections will 
undoubtedly be hotly contested, as parents often place 
their schoo! board votes in the context of their dreams and 
vision for their own children in the public schools, 

Education is different from running the state's prisons 
or its welfare offices or the workers’ compensation pro- 
gram. The voters of Ohio have long felt that they had a 
direct stake in the education of their children, and that they 
deserved the right to select those who would carry out that 
responsibility. 

We are not disappointed that the governor did not gain 
control of the selection process. We only hope that the 
profile of the state board of education will be raised in the 
upcoming months, and that the voters will be given clear 
choices on the direction it wishes to head in education. 


U. S. Sixth Circuit Appeals Court 
Judge Damon Keith of Michigan is a 
legendary figure in the law, His appoint- 
ment to the sixth circuit more than 15 
years ago capped a distinguished 
careér of public service. 

He has long been recognized by his 
peers as a-legal giant; so it'\s not 
syrprising that he was named; several 
years ago, to chair the national obser- 
vance of the 200th anniversary of the 
U.S, Constitution 

As Keith was standing outside the 
Willamsburg, Va. hotel where observances were conven- 
ing, standing with other leading judicial figures, he may 
have silently been able to look back with pride over a 
career of accomplishment that had brought him to the 
pinnacle of judicial power. 

But there are always those events in America which 
bring us down fo earth, As recalled by Keith's colleague 
and friend on the sixth circuit, Judge Nathaniel Jones, a 
big limousine suddenly pulled up in front of the Wil- 
liamsburg hotel where Keith was standing. And its im- 
patient driver -- seeing this one Black man among four 
others -- hands him the keys, expecting Keith to park the 
car! The story Jones fold was telling: “it demonstrates 
what we all know to be the case (the driver) assumed that 
a Black man in that circumstance was an employee of the 
hotel.” 


Judge Jones was in Columbus recently to give a’ 


speech about the civil rights movement, and the struggle 
Over affirmative action, Nate Jones is a legal giant himself, 
who has played a role in some of the major civil rights 
decisions in the past 30 years, and has helped reshape 
the law to the benefit of all Americans. 

But this great giant sees ill winds blowing in America 
“Demagoquery” and divisiveness have taken over the 
debate over affirmative action in this country, Jones 
believes. 3 

Sophisticated, legalistic scholars now argue that the 
distinctions which have scarred America for almost 400 
years are now all gone. They- have taken the yearning 
symphony of Dr. Martin Luther King’s words -- that people 
should be judged, “not on the color of their skin, but the 
content of their character” -- and applied them to a bitter 
dirge which King would probably find unrecognizable 

And, as Jones noted, many opponents of affirmative 
action - now dressing up their opposition in different garb 

- have Said that the beneficiaries of affirmative action 
have often been the sons and daughters of Black doctors 
and lawyers, rather than the poorest members of the 
‘underciass” in America. And that the benefits of affirm- 
alive action should be extended to all who are poor, 
including poor whites, rather than being focused on some 
simply because of their race. 

But Jones has been there, done that. He's heard the 
apologists before, and he knows their language And his 
response is simple 

The problem is race,” Jones said. “The problem is 
color, Race is still a factor, Giscrimination is still a factor 
based on race." 

Every Black person -- even the most successfut-- has 
thelr “Keith story. There was the Black contractor - 
hugely successful, competitive with all the biggest boys of

the construction library -- who described for me his effort 
to break into another market. And he found himself unable 
to get on a "short list" fora major project -- even though 
he had done a project of that type in Columbus. 

That contractor informed me that a Black contractor -- 
regardless of size -- faces the same type of discrimination 
that any other Black man faces. He just-faces it on a 
different level 

Or there was the head of the Columbus Community 
Relations Commission, who faced discrimination in the 
Columbus marketplace when he attempted to buy a house 
in his personal neighborhood.of choice. 

Judge Jones himself -- despite his fame and reputation 
in legal circles -- told his audience that, if he strays too far 
from his “area of comfort,” he runs into the area where 
“I'm just another one" -- another you-know-whal. 

“The problem of the 20th century is the problem of the 
color line,” W.E,B8. DuBois said in 1903 in his classic book, 
“The Souls of Black Folk." 

That comment was made as the 20th century was 
dawning. It was made in a period of Plessy vs. Ferguson 
which legalized Jim Crow; of lynchings which terrorized 
Black Americans; of enforced segregation in “down 
South" and “up South"; of the inability of a terrorized 
people to work certain jobs, or even vote. 

It would have seemed that, at least by the 1960s, we 
would have healed the terrible wound which has cut 
across the nation’s psyche. Jones, an old civil rights 
warrior, admits that there has been significant progress. 

inclusiveness and diversity are tar more widespread in 
the American workplace than could have been imagined 
40 years ago. An armed forces which was once rigidly 
segregated has come to a place where there are a higher 
percentage of Blacks in command positions than in any 
other aspect of American life -- and in which the highest 
ranking official was once a Black, Gen. Colin Powell. For 
an older generation which can recall when Jackie Robin- 
son was the first to cross baseball's color barrier the array 
of sports heroes, and their success, is impressive. Even 
in the workplace, generally, the number of Blacks in 
managerial and professional positions has risen sig- 
nificantly since the 1960s. 

But now, almost a century after "The Souls of Black 
Folk," the raging furor over affirmative action -- occurring 
almost as we enter the 21st century -- provides a fitting 
capstone to DuBois’ argument, and reminds us that race 
still matters in America 

If you don't believe it, Black man, just stand on some 
corner where you're not known, a little too long. Or ask 
Nathanial Jones. 

Or ask Judge Damon Keith.

Teamowners have threatened to move the team out of 
town unless the facility is fixed to the tune of some $130- 
million, give or take a few nickles. In exchange for refur- 
bishing the facility out of their own pockets, the investors 
would fund the project by having year-round dog racing at 
the Stadium when the Browns aren't playing, Such a plan 
would take already overburdened Cleveland area tax- 
payers off the hook. Taxpayers already burned by 
Gateway and massive tax abatements to downtown 
developers. 

“The people who run this town don't want dog racing 
downtown because they're afraid it's gonna attract too 
many Black folks,” he said point blank, “Remember the 
time when folks at Tower City raised a big stink because 
Black east side public school kids using RTA were coming 
into Tower City on their way home from west side 
schools?" 

Yes, | replied, | remember the situation: 

“And what happened?," he challenged. 

if | remember correctly, | said, alternative transportation 
arrangements were made so the kids would have to 
bypass Terminal Tower, Although never said outright, 
people whispered that -white merchants and Tower City 
owners were concerned that a large presence of Black 
kids would chase away white customers who normally 
shop in the suburbs, 

"Ya damn right,” Elroy said frostily. “And you can bet 
your last money that the same thing applies with the idea 
to bring dog racing to downtown, They think dog racing will 
bring US downtown in droves," 

That's a pretty strong indictment, | said. Perhaps it's the 
issue of gambling that has City Fathers concerned. 

‘That's a bunch of BS and you know tt,” he replied. 
"Gambling is already here, There's the Lottery. The num- 
bers racket is stil] going on. There's Bingo. Trot yourself 
out to Northfield Park or Thistledown and-tell me that 
gambling is an issue when it comes to horse racing."

The O'Jays found themselves rees 
tablished in 1967 under the guidance of 
former Motown producer George Kerr, 
now on Bell Records. Although the group 

ye forth with a I-titled Lp, its suc 
cess was hindered by a label shake-up 
that led to the group's departure

But this may have been a blessing in 
disguise, In 1968, the O'Jays moved to 
Philadelphia and signed with Kenny 
Gamble and Leon Huff's Neptune label 
Tunes like “One Night Affair’ and “Looky, 
Looky” (1970) did well for the group and 
helped to define a new O'Jays sound 
Although the label folded in ‘71, forcing 
the group to return to Ohio once again 
and produce themselves, they were 
signed with Gamble and Huff's reor- 
ganized Philadelphia International 
Records this time, unfortunately, 
without Massey. 


Now.down to a trio, the O'Jays took off 
with a vengeance. The O'Jays made his- 
tory as one of the top. soul/R&B groups of 
the ‘70s with chart-topping hits such as 
‘For the Love of Money," “Put Your 
Hands Together’, ‘Livin’ for the 
Weekend,” Darlin’ Darlin’ Baby," 
‘Forever Mine” and “Used To Be My 
Girl,” In 1975, baritone/tenor Powell was 
replaced by Brooklyn native Sammy 
Strain, who had spent 12 years s aynem- 
ber of Little Anthony and the Imperials. 
The group continued to move ahead and 
he has been.with the O'Jays ever since.

On Sept. 22, 1862, President Lincoln issued a 
proclamation notifying the rebellious states that if they did not return to the union by 
Jan. 1, 1863, he would declare their slaves "forever free," leading up to the signing 
of the Emancipation Proclamation 

This year,-arts and cultural organizations throughout the city will participate by 
promoting existing programs, or an organization may want to contribute a special 
project highlighting the history of African-Americans from pre-Civil War through 
Emancipation Day, traditionally celebrated June 19. The week-long celebration is 
expected to involve proclamations from the governor, mayor and City Council. Some

"It 
is the biggest mistake not to begin 
teaching children to read in kinder- 
garten,” Lott said, “Children in 
kindergarten are like sponges, they 
soak up.all they learn and they 
enjoy learning.” 

Lott believes today’s teaching 
methods ignore basic skills 
American educators attempt to 
teach children application and syn- 
thesis before they have learned 
basic skills, "We cannot ignore the 
mastering of skills," Lott said. By so 
doing we are allowing our education 
to fall below Koreas and Japans.” 

By concentrating on the 
development of the basics, Lott 
believes children become inde- 
pendent leaders. He also believes 
this method of teaching boosts con- 
fidence. 

Ann Gibson-Tyler, the principal 
of Arlington Park elementary, also 
believes in Direct Instruction. At Ar- 
lington Park, Direct Instruction 
began as a pilot program and now 
the school uses it. The develop- 
ment of the program at Arlington 
Elementary was made possible by 
a Venture Capital grant. The federal 
government awards such grants to 
assist schools with new educational 
initiatives. 

Gibson-Tyler said she always 
had been told and believed that 
lower income African-American stu- 
dents could not achieve above the 
50th percentile. She wanted to try 


“te, progranvat her a jal 
predomunantly African Ameri 
order to see if she could disprove 
this theory. 

Gibson-Tyler was amazed at the 
results of the pilot program. "Stu- 
dents whocould not read, read,” 
she said. Gibson-Tyler’also says 
the level of confidence in her 
teachers increased they saw how 
successful they could be 

“Every student should be able to 
read when they leave kindergar- 
ten," Gibson-Tyler said. "We want 
excellent writers and children who 
know the fundamentals of math and 
spelling. We have kindergardeners 
who can write real stories.” 

Gibson-Tyler also said the level 
of discipline has improve at Ar- 
lington Park. Because Direct In- 
struction boosts. confidence, 
children know they can do what 
being asked of them. They no 
longer misbehave because they 
can't are unable to complete the 
work. She said the constant interac- 
tion between:students and teachers 
also helps 

A higher self-esteem is also a 
product of Direct Instruction. "The 
children feel confident," Gibson- 
Tyler said. "They know what they 
know." She said there is nothing 
anyone can say to the students to 
make them doubt themselves. “In- 
formation that is learned cannot be 
taken away."

A civil rights activist involved in 
the struggle to abolish apartheid in 
South Africa and change U.S. policy 
toward Haiti will be the speaker at 
Ohio Wesleyan University's 1995 
commencement. 

Randall Robinson, director of the 
human rights organization Trans- 
Africa, will speak and receive an 
honorary degree at the university's 
graduation ceremonies on Sunday, 
May 14, said senior class president 
Elaine Evosevic. The class presi- 
dent and OWU president Thomas 
Courtice collaborated in selecting 
the commencement speaker. 

Robinson grabbed national 
headlines a year ago when he 
started a 27-day fast to protest 
President Clinton's refusal to allow 
Haitian refugees into the United 
States. He ended the protest when 
the administration reversed its 


pony. 
After graduating from law school 
at Harvard, Robinson was active in 
the Southern African Relief Fund 
and later worked in Tanzania as @ 
Ford Foundation Fellow. In 1975, he 
went to Washington, D.C., as a con- 
ressional aid and two years later 
founded TransAfrica, a lobbying 
roup for Africa and the Caribbean. 
Robinson and two colleagues 
began protests at the South African 
Embassy in 1984, for which they 
were arrested. Their actions 
sparked more demonstrations that 
eventually pressured the Reagan 
Administration into imposing sané- 
tions on the apartheid government. 
A Boston Globe editorial noted, 
"Robinson has done more than any

Tips on

The most important financial step most 
DEOple TAKE i their lives is financing a new 
nome. But it’s a step that can lead to 
stumbles, including the embarrassment of a 
oan rejection. Here are a few tips that can 
make for a good decision and smooth ap- 
proval 

1) Shop around, but know what you're 
really paying. Don't limit your shopping to 
nterest rates alone. Also pay attention to 
points, which are up-front fees. Each point 
equals 1 percent of your home's purchase 
price. On ARM products, remember to note 
margins and indices. Also, figure in costs for 
0an origination fees and other out-of-pocket 
charges. With such a wide variety and com- 
plexity of products from which to choose, it 
never hurts to consult with a mortgage 
professional for dbjective comparisons 

2) Be well prepared. That means having 
Jocumentation to back up your loan applica- 
ion. Discuss with your lender what is specifi- 
sally needed. It will most often include 

* Two years of income.tax returns and W-2 
lorms, plus pay stubs covering the past 30 
Jays. This verifies your employment, and 
ncome. Self-employed persons should 
dring their tax returns for the past two yeafs 
ncluding Schedule C, plus a current profit 
and loss statement and balance sheet 

* The three most recent monthly state 
nents or a quarterly statement for all places 
where you have money, including a checking 
account, savings account, money market 
ertificates of deposit, stocks, bonds, mutual

* Cancelled checks for your past 12 
nortgage or rent payments. Be sure to copy 
oth sides of each check 

* Documentation explaining any 
yroblems you may believe may appear on 
four credit report, including what happened 
why it happened, and what you have done 
© ensure it won't happen again 

* Letters from parents or anyone who is 
jiving you money for a down payment ex- 
Mlaining that the money is a gift: If it's really 
2 loan, that money can't count as funds 
available for a mortgage loan. Note: Banks 
ynly recognize money from relatives, 
2miployers or non-profit agencies as gifts -- 
10t money from friends 

3) Avoid making major purchase on 
>redit just before or right after you apply for 
a mortgage. Your payments on these pur- 
shases reduce the amount a bank can lend 
jou for a house 

4) Avoid inquiries onto your credit 
report. Inquiries can come from a variety of 
sources, such as new credit cards. But an 
inderwriter who sees recent inquiries into 
jour credit report will wonder if you've been 
urned down for other mortgage loans or 
een making majér credit purchases you 
iaven't disclosed 

5) Keep your money in bank accounts 
f you keep cash stashed around the house, 
t's source can't be verified easily. And if you 
Jeposit money just before applying for a 
oan, the underwriter will need to know its 
source 

6) Don't get in over your head. Lending 
ules say that house payments shouldn't be 
nore than 28 percent of your income and 
otal debt payments shouldn't be more than 
36 percent. Banks may provide some 
eeway, especially for higher-income ap- 
licants. But 31 percent and 41 percent, 
espectively, are as high as any lender will 
et those ratios go. Follow these tips and

The worst case scenario envisioned 
by city officials, who were sympathetic 
toward the Revco development 
proposal, is that the outcome of the 
debacle could discourage other outside 
investors from pursuing development 
plans in the area 

But Barry Edney, owner of a Mt. Ver- 
non Plaza barber shop and one of the 
organizers of the opposition, remains 
convinced that what might have been 
good for Revco would not have been 
good for the Black community 

Ken Gold, president of Skilken 
Properties, said he does not believe that 
the opponents actually represented the 
views or the interests of the majority of 
those living in the neighborhood: “We 
received hundreds of calls from resi- 
dents mostly senior citizens -- who 
said they wanted Revco. Butin the end 
a handful of people, for whatever 
reasons of their own, created an en- 
vironment that was not conducive to our 
doing business there," Gold said curing 
a telephone interview 

The developer said that residents 
who called his office said they believed 
a store like Revco was needed because 
it offered a wider variety of products and 
services than is currently available in the 
area. Many of them cited the discount 
chain's reputation for low prices as a 
Strong factor in its favor 

These people told us -- are still telling 
us -- that they can't get the variety of 
goods and services, or the low prices 
offered by Revco from stores currently 
located in the area," Gold said. "Unfor- 
tunately, thanks mainly to a handful of 
people who claim to speak for them, they 
won't get the kind of store they really 
wanted.” 

Although he remains convinced that 
those in opposition to the Mt. Vernon 
Avenue development did not represent 
the consensus of neighborhood opinion 
Gold said neither Skilken nor Revco 
wanted to become embroiled in an on- 
going controversy. “We don't need any 
location badly enough to cause turmoil 
in the neighborhood,” Gold commented

We 
were led by the city and the NEAC 
planning committee as to what the 
process would be, all along believ- 
ing that this was what the com- 
munity wanted and needed," the 
developer said. 

"What we found was there were 
several ‘speakers’ -- | can't really 
call them ‘leaders’ because | still 
don't think they represented the 
consensus of opinion in the neigh- 
borhood -- who for whatever their 
own personal reasons were came 
out strongly against a drugstore 
coming into the area. 

“What we found was that not 
knowing how to plan well, not know- 
ing how to ensure that all segment: 
of the community would be heard, 
we did not allow the majority of the 
people in the area to fully participate 
in the process," Gold stated.

agency did all they could to make

proposal got a fair and open hear- 
ing. 

Younger said the people 
selected for the initial evaluation 
commities were chosen as repre- 
sentatives of business, profes- 
sional and civic organizations in the 
area with the understanding that 
they would seek input from their 
memberships. But informal follow- 
up surveys revealed that some 
business people and residents had 
not been informed of meetings 
where the proposal was discussed. 

Edney was among those who 
claimed to have been kept in the 
dark about the development plan 
until it was nearly too late for them 
to formulate their own opinions and 
to make those opinions heard. He 
Said he became aware of the 
Proposal when Grace Mullins, an 
area resident and activist, asked for 
his assistance in circulating a peti- 
tion opposing the Skilken/Revco 
proposal. 

Edney's and Mullins's petition 
drive collected hundreds of signa- 
tures from businessmen and resi- 
dents questioning the wisdom of 
granting Revco approval to locate 
on Mt, Vernon Avenue. The leaders 
of the Near East Area Commission, 


while leaning toward acceptance of 
the drug store plan, were. per- 
suaded that the broader community 
should be invited to participate in 
the approval process. 

"I's really hard to know who to 
work with,” Younger said, "We pick- 
ed people who seemed to be in 
positions of leadership, believing 
they would make a good faith effort 
to involve a broad spectrum of the 
community, In hindsight, | can see 
that may not have happened.” 


Three public meetings were held 
under NEAC auspices. Ina 
telephone interview last week, 
Nana Jones, president of NEAC, 
said about 30-40 people attended 
each of the three meetings. Repre- 
sentatives of area businesses 
Seemed to be in the majority, she 
said 


Edney's petition showed that the 
majority of neigkborhood business 
operators did not want Revco, he 
said 


Jones said “fear of competition 
was the overriding motivation for 
most of the business people. 
That's understandable, but |'m 
afraid that the interests of the vast 
majority of consumers were not well 
represented. The concerns of busi- 
ness people should be heard, but 
not to the exclusion of all others," + 

Jones said she was disap- 
pointed at the low turnout at the 
meetings and felt that if more resi- 
dents had attended, the outcome 
might have been different. 

“We got a lot of telephone calls 
from people who thought that 
Revco would be good for them and 
good for the community, but those 
people did not attend the meet- 
ings," Jones said. "| think that isa 
problem that we at NEAC and the 
folks down at the Development 
Department need to address." 

Deborah Younger's description 
of the process and its results paral- 
lelled those of Jones. She compli- 
mented NEAC's efforts to provide a 
fair and open hearing, but shared 
Jones's disappointment at the one- 
sided nature of the proceedings. 

"Some people who attended the 
meetings called later to express 
their dissatisfaction (at the out- 
come) and to protest what they felt 
was unfairness," Younger said 
"Sometimes the meetings were not 
amicable. People who tried to 
speak in favor of the development 
were insulted and ridiculed, so they 
became hesitant to speak out." 

Not surprisingly, Edney's ochar- 
acterizations of the meetings did 
not conform to those of Jones and 
Younger. He estimated attendance 
at about 50 people at each meeting 
and said they represented a cross 
section of the community. 

Skilken made presentations at 
each meeting, The developer and 
its client, Revco, gave detailed 
responses to conditions proffered 
by NEAC, promising to conform its 
architecture to surrounding struc- 
tures, provide adequate off-street 
parking for customers and work 
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Revco also described its 
management training and phar- 
macy education policies to those in 
attendance at the NEAC meetings.

Successful management 
trainees and pharmacy graduates 
are targeted for placement 
throughout the Revco 
organization's 2,000 stores, the 
developer said. "So we're talking 
about more than a couple of dozen 
jobs in that one store -- which is 
significant*in itself. We're talking 
about a career ladder with unlimited 
possibilities for those with ambition 
and positive attitudes,” Gold said 


Edney contradicted each of the 
developer's assertions, saying his 
examination of Revco operations 
did not reveal a significant number 
of Black pharmacists or managers. 
"What they're saying sounds good 
on paper, but | don't see it happen- 
ing in practice," the barber said. 


He also challenged Skilken's 
claim that the Revco building would 
conform to the architectural charac- 
ter of the neighborhood, "It didn't fit 
in with the new Urban League Build+ 
ing, the King Center-or the OSU 
Black Studies building. It would 
have been cold, sterile and over- 
powering," Edney said 


Of some thirty people (the city 
and NEAC head count) who at- 
tended the ‘final meeting held 
January 26 at Park Medical Center, 
only seven voted to welcome 
Revco. Those in opposition 
threatened to organize a protest 
campaign, including a boycott of all 
Revco stores if the elopers 
decided to proceed with their plans. 
In the face of a potentially embar- 
fassing and extended controversy, 
Skilken and Revco reluctantly 
decided to give up on Mt. Vernon 
Avenue, at least for the foreseeable 
future. 


When asked if Revco has any 
plans to develop a Store elsewhere 
in the area, Gold said: "We would 
love to find another site in the Near 
East area, but so far we haven't 
identified any." 

Jones said the NEAC planning 
committee remains committed to 
attracting a “magnet” enterprise 
into the area to stimulate fyrther 
development. "This is not about 
race," she said. “This is about the 
economic future of an area that 
needs a jump-start, from whoever 
has the means to provide it. In the 
end, if the overall community 
benefits, Black people benefit." 

Melvin Steward's apparent 
about-face -- first voting to approve 
the proposal then joining the op- 
position to keep Revco out -- 
perplexed NEAC, the city and the 
developers. But the improvement 
Association president said there is 
No contradiction in his actions. 

"| approved the Revco proposal 
as the best of the three that were on 
the table -- not necessarily as the 
best possible plan to serve the long- 
term interests of the community,” 
Steward explained, "I'd rather see 
the site developed by investors with 
ties to the community.” 

As reported in The Call & Post 
recently, Steward is seeking inves- 
tors to develop a "mini-mail" at the 
site. Although his plan is still in a 
tentative stage, he reports that 
response from potential investors 
has been strongly positive. Steward 
said he also has received en- 
couragement from key political 
figures, including City Council- 
woman Les Wright who, Steward 
said, has promised to run inter- 
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ference for him at City Hall if he 

decides to submit a proposal.___ 
Wright confirmed that she has 

spoken to Steward and offered con- 


ditional encouragement. “All I've 
heard is an idea and aconcept," the 
councilwoman said last week 
"From what | heard, | support the 
concept of community-based in- 
vestment in economic development 
ofthe area, Mr. Steward had not yet 
developed a formal business plan 
or anything concrete, so we are far 
from formulating any legislative 
proposals or anything like that," she 
said. 

Edney remains firm in his posi- 
tion that economic development 
plans for the Mt. Vernon Avenue 
commercial district must be geared 
toward providing entrepreneurial 
Opportunities for people from the 
community. 

“We don't want to see an empty 
lot, but we also don't want to see 
some giant company (like Revco) 
come in and suck the economic 
resources out of the community," he 
said. 


Edney said it is his hope that 
eventually the city development 
department. NEAC, the Improve- 
ment Association and those who 
helped defeat the Skilken/Revco 
proposal will come together on a 
plan that serves the best interests 
of the community. 


"We all want the same thing. to 
stimulate growth in this community, 
| am hopeful that after the smoke 
dies down, we can all get together 
behind something worthwhile," 
Edney said.

With the movement of the Rams to St. Louis 
via the league's approval, the NFC is now 
lacking a football presence in one of the 
nation’s largest television markets in the 
country, Los Angeles.

Wheeler. "(Gang activity) is grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds and it's 
growing all across America." 

The gang epidemic cuts across 
color lines as well. "It's not a Black 
problem or a -Hispanic problem," 
said Rey. Wheeler, citing hate 
groups such as Skinheads and the 
Aryan Nation, which can be clas- 
sified as gangs. 

Rev, Wheeler related that it's not 
just youth in their teens and early 
20sthat are getting involved in 
gangs. “OGs" or "original 


It's far more common for white 
families to adopt Black children 
than vice versa.

gangsters” in their late 20s, 30s and 
even 40s are gang-banging 

Rev. Wheeler has risked his life 
to combatthe gang epidemic. While 
conducting the study for the Rock- 
efeller Foundation, “| had gang 
members put a gun to my head" 
and threaten to kill him, Rev. 
Wheeler said 

He remains devoted to the 
cause of stopping gang violence, 
however. He became involved in 
the movement because "I got tired 
of African-American children killing 
each other,” he said.

"We want to 
bring awareness” to communities, 
said Rev. Wheeler.
